New Committee Basis 


ALTONA SHIRE COUNCIL has scrapped its Finance, |. 


General Purposes, Parks-Foreshores-and-Properties, and 


Staff and Planning committees. 


_ It has replaced them with two 
committees — one for administration 


and the other for 


The old committees con- 
sisted of a small group of 
councillors except the gen- 
eral purpose committee 
which was the full council. 


Both: new committees will 
comprise the whole council 
with a quorum of five as in 
ordinary council meetings. 

The new administration 
committee will deal with 
finance and staff, 

The new works commit- 
tees will take over parks, 
foreshores and properties. 

The committees will meet 
on the Monday nights that 
full council does not sit. 

The new shire president, 
Cr. W. L. J. Crofts told 
last Monday night’s council 
meeting that recommenda- 
tions in the committee meet- 
ings were not binding on all 
councillors, 

“They can object to things 
they do not think are right 
inside the committee meet- 
ings—and object again in 
open council,” he said. 


The move away from 
smaller committees has been 
done to avoid the committee 
meetings becoming a meet. 
ing of two councillors when 
others could not attend. 

Often two councillors  sit- 
ting as a committee had to 
make recommendations to 
the full council which should 
have been considered by 
other councillors in commit- 
tee. 


Last Monday night’s coun- 
cil meeting—the first full 
council meeting since the 
elections—voted Cr. P. A. 
Burns to be the deputy shire 
secretary. 

He was nominated by Cr. 
Grant and Cr. Stewart. 


The new council distri- 
buted the portfolios thus: 

Cr. Ginifef — Board of 
Works and Junior Council. 


Cr. Burns — cultural af- 
fairs. 

Cr. Grant — pollution and 
health. 7 

Cr. Lynch — education 
and kindergartens. 


Cr. Weaver — social wel- 


fare and public relations. . 
Cr. Carlsson — transport. 
Cr. Richards — local or- 

ganisations. 

Cr. Stewart — Town plan- 
ning. 


The two new council rep- 
resentatives on the Western 
Municipalities Association 
are Cr. Lynch and Cr. 
Weaver, replacing ex-Crs. 
Lee and Bond. Cr. Burns 
remains the third represen- 
tative. 


Cr. Stewart replaced ex- 
Cr. Bond as the council's 
representative on the Elder- 
ly Citizens Welfare Commit- 


tee.

Only Cr, J. J. Ginifer with eight years and 
Cr. P. A. Burns with previous council ex- 
perience elsewhere are relatively speaking 
veterans. . ; : 

We would ,expect such a council to 
be forward looking. We hope it will bring 
out new plans for the advancement of 
Altona. 


The present council whether it be re- 
garded at large as non-political or indepen- 
dent or simply elected councillors is in 
effect a new administration. Holding the 
power, it has a great responsibility. To 
justify itself it need not do dramatic 
things. It will suffice if it follows the ad- 
vice ‘Prove all things,’ Hold fast to that 
which is good”. . 


The powers of: councillors are limited. 

As always they can consider what 
might be done and study what ought to 
be done but must do what can be done. 


As always the sum of councillors duties 
is simply administration, maintenance and 
improvement and in that order. It would 
appear that in the near years in Altona 
because of the general circumstances and 
particular needs, improvements will largely 
be confined to the private sector. 


Within these bounds councillors must 
work. Each will find he has scope to exer- ° 
cise his ability and talents and discretion. 

What can be done is but one limit of” 
his powers — the prevention of what 
should not be done is equally desirable. 


Nothing more should be expected of 
councillors than they examine and act on 
all matters objectively and with one aim 
— the benefit of Altona.
